Law Requires Tests In Fer- 
tility; Department Gives 


Requirements 


The State Department of Agri- 


culture is sending a warning^ to 
farmers who contemplate selling 
seed of winter wheat 'winter rye, 
and timothy for fall seeding, that 
the law1-requires them, to test the 
fertility of the seed.

They are reminded that the state 
seed inspection law requires all crop 
seeds soldtor offered for sale at ire 
tail to be labeled with the percent- 
age of purity and germination. nTha 
law permits 'the dealer to make his 
own tests xf he is willing to abide by 
and to guarantee the results. It is 
not difficult to make purity and ger- 
mination tests of small grains under 
normal conditions 
Much of the 


winter wheat, winter rye, and timo- 
thy seed which will be offered for 
sale this.f all will have been produced 
this summer and is newly harvested 
and threshed. In order to be safe 
it will be well for nil persons 'ex- 
pecting to sell 'seed of this kind to 
have,tcsts*-made> at the State Seed 
Inspection laboratory,<-where special 
facilities are" provided for making 
these tests. -
